Dear Ms. Pate; 

You ask whether certain information is subject to required public disclosure under the 
Public Information Act (the “Act”), chapter 552 of the Government Code. Your request 
was assigned ID# 783213 (PIR# W086411). 

The City of Fort Worth (the “city”) received a request for e-mails sent to, from, or copied 
to a named official during a certain period of time and containing specific terms. You state 
you will release some information. You claim the submitted information is excepted from 
disclosure under sections 552.103 and 552.107 of the Government Code.' We have 
considered the exceptions you claim and reviewed the submitted representative sample of 
information.^ 

Section 552.107(1) of the Government Code protects information coming within the 
attorney-client privilege. When asserting the attorney-client privilege, a governmental 
body has the burden of providing the necessary facts to demonstrate the elements of the
